5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of 
record, considered alone or in combination, does not anticipate nor render obvious the 
claimed invention of a jet spouted fiuidized bed dryer for drying a slurry of biomaterials 
comprising a hot gas inlet means, a lower conical member with a screen adjacent the 
hot gas inlet means, an upper conical member coaxial with the lower conical member 
having a hot gas outlet means and a conical screen having a wide upper end and a 
lower closed end surrounding the hot gas outlet, inert carrier members contained inside 
the conical members, and an inlet port for the slurry of biomaterials; wherein the lower 
conical member, the upper conical member, and the conical screen are arranged along 
the same vertical axis and have cone angles; the screens are constructed and arranged 
to keep the inert carrier particles from escaping the conical members; and hot high 
velocity gas enters through the hot gas inlet, passes through the conical members and 
screens drying the slurry of biomaterials therein, and exits through the hot gas outlet.
